The fighting Seagulls received the strong 
Columbia Prep team the following Friday on 
the home field. The Gulls again displayed the 
type of ball handling that won games. This 
was probably the best game the Gulls turned in, routing the Crusaders 19-6. 

Seaside ended their season by playing the oft-beaten Hill Military Cadets. 
The Gulls squeezed by the underrated Cadets 25-19. The Gull squad was in 
good shape throughout the season with only minor injuries received. 

The team experienced many “‘firsts in this fall season. It placed first in 
the Lower Columbia League, used for the first time the T-formation, and play- 
ed its first season on a lighted field. Putting all these things to advantage the 
Gulls were able to maintain an outstanding season. 

Seaside became one of the three teams in District Four to be chosen for the 
state play-off. The Gulls, however, were out-voted and did not get the chance. 

The squad attended two banquets, one by the Kiwanis club and one by 
the Lions Club. Wayne Fraser received a cup for being the most inspirational 
player. This trophy was presented by the Lions Club.
